IN THE HOUSE 


Death of an Eccentric 0!d Woman

Reveals a Ghastly Secret 


in Her Home.

son, an aged and eccentric woman, has revealed a ghastly secret in 
her little cottage on Boyle Heights.

President Wheeler last Friday de- 


clared his belief that 
the game of 


football, while rough, and not at all 
''homelike," is a great game which 
should not lie lost to American-youths 
in college. 
^President Wheeler advo- 


cated a change In the rules of the 
game which, would make it a more 
open game, so doing away with much 
of the 
objections that is 
made 
to 


mass players tin which some serious In- 
juries to football players take place. 


President Wheeler stated today his 


belief that unless the game is remod- 
eled thoroughly it must be abolished. 
He reiterated his declaration that the 
failure of the National Rules Com- 
mittee" to make changes In the rules 
which would reform 
the 
game last 


year IB largely 
responsible 
for the 


critlcisrr. that is now heard all over 
the land, because of the many extra- 
ordinary accidents and deaths on the 
gridiron. 


President Wheeler has been Inform- 


ed that an appeal has been sent out by 
Chancelor McCracken of Union Col- 
lege, New York, to other University 
Presidents for a special meeting of 
college officials'to'discuss an act upon 
football. -The New York man's action 
was taken after a Union College man 
named Moore was killed In a football 
game a few days ago. 
Chancelor Mc- 


Cracken's statement is that there iave 
been eighteen deaths oh the gridiron 


this season, and 135 extraordinary ac- 
cidents.' 
The! deaths "are more than 


double the average for the .last five 
years, during which time there -have 
been 45 deaths. 


All of these facts were discussed by 


President Wheeler Informally today as 
he went over his statement regarding 
football made last Friday. He declar- 
ed KIs belief that the game of football 
must be almost entirely made over or 
be abolished. 


He believes that a few more de- 


scriptive rules are not sufficient. Radi- 
cal action is necessary, although Pres- 
ident Wheeler does not consider him- 
self confident to say what can be done 
or what should be done to the rules to 
make the game satisfactory ,from every 
point of view. He leaves that to the 
rules committee, composed of experts, 
who not only know the game, but who 
understand the sentiment which now 
demands such revision as will make 
the football game something less dan- 
gerous than a railroad accident. 


President Wheeler said today: "The 


so-called rules committee promised us 
reform In the game, last year, but no 
relief was provided. That committee 
must now be set aside 
and a new 


committee appointed. I would welcome 
President Elliot's initiative in the mat- 
ter if it should be taken." 


CAPTAIN ELLIOT. 


Roy Elliot, captain of the University 


football team, said that the 
football 


game as played in the East, apparent- 
ly, 1s much more liable to result in 
serious accident or death than' the 
game as It is known and played on the 
Pacific Coast. Elliot pointed out the 
lack of serious Injuries or fatal acci- 
dents on thla coast, saying that this 
seemed to indicate.an apparent differ- 
ence in the manner of play here and 
the East. He believes that as 
the 


games are played here on the Pacific 
Coast, now, it Is not dangerous or rep- 
rehensible, although he does not say 
just what is the difference, i£ there is 
any, between the. method played in the 
East or In the West. 


"So long as our game, as we play it 


.here, seems to be satisfactory to all, 
and harms no one, and gives general 
satisfaction to all players arid specta- 
tors, I could not'very, well talk about 
changes that may..be considered neces- 
sary in the East."

Hamilton, "the legislative Insurance 
generalissimo," by J. P. Morgan & Co., 
George W. Perkins testified before the 
Insurance investigating committee to- 
day that in 1903 J. P. Morgan & Co. 
paid $57,720 to -the Central" National 
Bank and the New York 'Security and 
Trust Company. 


This payment was 
made, he said, 


upon the request of President Mo- 
Call of the New York Life to take up- 
loans to Edward E. McCall and An- 
drew Hamilton, which those Institu- 
tions had made at the request of Pres- 
ident McCall. 


Edward E. McCall is a Justice of the 


New York 
Supreme 
Cour.t 
and a 


brother of President McCall, of the 
New York Life Insurance Company. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.— George W. 


Perkins, vice-president 
of 
the New 


York Life 
Insurance 
Company and 


member of the flrm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., was the first witness called before 
the legislative investigating commit- 
tee today. He testified that he-was In- 
sured in the New York Life Insurance 
Company to the 
amount of $310,000. 


Some of the policies he held were tak- 
en out when he -was an agent of the 
company. On six of them the com- 
mlslons amounted to $318, and he re^ 
ceived 
these commissions from the 


agent. 


Mr. Perkins said that $40,193 which 


was paid by Kldder, Peabody & Co., 
of Boston, to the" New York Life In- 
surance Company in September, 1904, 
as the profits of a loan to that com- 
pany of $930,000; was paid to Mr. Per- 
kins as trustee of the "Nyllc" fund, 
and that he (Mr. Perkins) had nego- 
tiated the loan for that fund. As the 
Nyllc fund did not have that amount 
of money to spare, the New York Life 
Insurance Company loaned the money. 
to Kidder, Peabody & Co., on Mexican 
Central Railroad bonds, which were 
deposited by the Boston company. The 
life insurance company received In- 
terest at the rate of five per -cent for 
bonds as Its profits in the transac- 
tion and the Nylic fund got the 540,193. 
The Nyllc fund belongs to the agents 
of the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany.

JAPANESE. 


Here Is a tale ,of adventurous blockade 
running during tho Russo-Japanese war: 
In December of last year the steamer 
Carlisle, Captain Jessen, 1035 tons, be- 
longing to Leith, Scotland, left Vladivos- 
tok -with arms and ammunition .worth 
over $4,500,000 on board, destined for 
Port 
Arthur. 
Before that . port 
was 
reached, however, it had surrendered to 
the Japanese. 
Captain Jessen altered 
his course while he had yet time and 
stood out to the open sea. All went well 
until the steamer was 800 miles to tho 
eastward of Yokohama when .the Carlisle 
lost all her propeller blades. The captain 
rigged up sails on the steamer's stumpy 
masts, and navigated his . vessel • 2000 
miles 
southward, 
ultimately dropping 
anchor in _San Miguel bay, Caramuies, 
in the Philippines, on February 13. 
Japanese In the vicinity had heard of 
the vessel's arrival and disguised as 
fishermen sat out in four sampans to at- 
tack and if possible sink the ship. "With 
tho assistance of the customs officers 
on board the crew managed to beat off 
the repeated attacks of the Japanese, but 
not before many shots .had been ex- 
changed. 
An American -warship ulti- 
mately arrived on the scene a-nd towed 
the Carlisle round to Manila, where she. 
was interned by the American authori- 
ties. At Manila the Carlisle was pro- 
vided with a new propeller, but watched 
by the .American wai-ships within -the 
port -and by a Japanese cruiser which 
•kept continually appearing in the offing. 
The Carlisle one night disappeared from 
Manila at the tme of the passing of 
Singapore 
by Admiral 
Rojestvensky's

could not flnd the Russian fleet, an'd after 
many days', fruitless search the..:captalr: 
had again to turn south. At the end of 
May the vessel steamed innocently Into

In order to bring in a verdict of guil- 
ty against the defendant the prepon- 
derance of evidence must not only be 
against her, but it goes' further and 
must exclude from your'mind all rea- 
sonable doubt as to he^gullt. If you 
found, from the evidence that .in all 
probability this ' defendant did shoot 
her husband as charged, but that the 
evidence in the case is such as to 
leave this question In doubt In your 
mind you would, I suppose, be willing 
to' bring In a, verdict of not guilty?" 


This seems to be pretty well the po- 


sition of the'defense'in the case. Judge 
Frick will rely upon the weakness of 
the case of the prosecution to show 
conclusively the guilt of the defendant. 
The question of doubt as to whether 
the shot was Justified Is one -he be- 
lieves cannot be erased from the minds 
:df the jurors with the evidence in the 
hands of the prosecution.

I was not 
able to get statistics as to the present 
mortality at six months, but under three 
years, taken as a .whole, it Is only nine 
per cent. 
Still, 76 per cent of bottle 
foundlings die, .even in Massachusetts. 
The head nurse at Blockley Hospital In 
Philadelphia told me that she could not 
call to mind more than a single instance 
in two years where a bottle foundling 
had survived beyond six months. They 
starved to death .because they could not 
assimilate the milk obtained for them. 
The Sister in charge of St. Vincents 
Home, In the same city, confessed that 
they lost from 50 to 75 per cent of their 
bottle-fed Inf ante'".through starvation or 
Intestinal inflammation caused by bad 
milk..

MILKMEN IN HELL. 


Latest returns seem to show that there 
are more milkmen than saloonkeepers In 
hell,' several times' over, serving eternity 
terms for murders innumerable. 
California cannot afford to be wasteful 
of babies even though they be without 
assignable papas, and it does not meet 
the demands of humanity to say of them 
that they are better off dead than alive. 
It Isn't true. I have seen hundreds of 
such children, two to five years old, as 
sturdy and handsome as may be found 
at any kindergarten in any ordinary resi- 
dential district. Their mothers are often 
robust servant girls. In such cases their 
fathers were not infrequently the hus- 
bands or sons of the mistresses of the 
household. Always, they are first babies 
and are not born of careworn ana over- 
worked women. All unite in telling me 
that they are not .often diseased ana aJ- 
most none of them come from the red- 
light districts.

been badly exposed on the first night or 
their lives, but, given- a chance, many 
of them will get over that 
The one thing-" the foundling needs is 
the breast, and wet nursing, especially in

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The Trouble With Football 


IT. saying a good word for football President Wheeler makes a 


plea for clean sport. He desires to see football retained as a college 
gZ"\e, but he wants its played in the true amateur spirit—played 
fairly and in honest accordance with established rules, by students 
who are (in college for legitimate study, students who have matricul- 
ated to improve their minds and acquire useful .learning. 
* 


Of course the man who is in college to play football chiefly or 


solely is not a real student 
If he is hired to masquerade as a stu- 


dent in the 'varsity team he is a professional. If his deficiencies in 
scholarship are overlooked that he may assist in winning athletic 
victories for his college, the vital principal of amateur college sport 
is assailed 
Thf essence of true college sport reposes in the ability 


of every contestant in athletic games to legitimately pass regular 
examinations 
When faculties accept exploits on the football field 


as an equivalent for scholarship they degrade the scholastic stand- 
ards of their respective institutions as well as genuine sport. They 
connive at a fraud which lowers the moral tone of the entire student 
body and exerts a vicious influence on the minds of the young. 


The practice of winking at the hiring of players and classroom 


deficiencies extends itself to the condonation of moral delinquencies. 
It brutalizes football because its animus is the "anything to win 
spirit"—the spirit that prompts the gambler to play with marked 
cards and the horseman to bribe jockeys or "dope" horses. Many 
tricks of fouling can be practiced with comparative impunity in foot- 
ball. It is comparatively easy to disable a crack player in the mix- 
ups by cowardly and treacherous methods The man hired to play 
is simply a mercenary, and feels that he must make good, fairly or 
unfairly, to hold his job and earn his money. Being in reality a 
professional, he has his reputation to sustain, and he is restrained by 
none of the scruples which hold the genuine amateur back 
from 


doing anything dishonorable or violating the ethics of a gentleman's 
game. And the rules governing football in recent years have been 
framed largely in the interests of professionalism, and to fit the tac- 
tics of the unscrupulous player 
Furthermore the striving to swell 


gate receipts, the elaborate system of coaching, the feeling on each 
side that the college colors are disgraced by defeat are all factors 
in reducing football from the plane of a healthy, manly, square con- 
test on merit between teams made up of bona fide students to the 
level of mercenary professionalism, with its venal ambitions and 
its total disregard of the rules of fair play. 


A gentle philosopher once remarked that the horor is not in 


winning the game, but m^playmg a poor hand well. He was speak- 
ing of whist, but the principle he enunciated applies aptly to college 
football. The honor is in the players doing the best they can fairly 
—like gentlemen, as college men should be 
The true spirit was 


tersely stated by President Roosevelt in his address to the Yale stu- 
dents. "Hit the line hard, boys, but hit it fair" You can hit the 
line hard with hired players, but you can't hit it fair. Only by un- 
fair means can a hired player be in the line-up. He is a jackdaw m 
borrowed plumes 
He is there to win in any way that he can—that 


!• what he is there for and that is what is brutalizing football and 
giving it H sordid and unwholesome character. 


Along with President Wheeler, we hope to see football con- 


tinue as a. feature of student life, but if it is to be retained the devil 
of professionalism, with its attendant covert brutality, unfairness, 
and studied deception, must be cast out 
It must be played by gen- 


tlemen in a gentlemanly way from gentlemanly motives. Its ani- 
mating spirit must be generous rivalry, not the thuggmg desire to 
win that prompts giving an opposing player an elbow in the throat 
or a knee in the vitals to disable him. Of course, football is a rough 
game; that is one of its chief charms 
It calls for pluck, endurance, 


a robust physique and rigorous training 
Properly, it is a fair trial 


of strength, skill and -endurance between young men engaged in 
study. It is robbed of every element which gives it glory and in- 
terest if mind be sacrified to matter, if the student be eliminated to 
make place for the mercenary hireling equipped with brawn but 
.deficient in brains 


The Los Angeles Times insists that Partridge was defeated be- 


cause of his repudiation of the Citizens' Alliance. Are \ve to infer 
that the members of the Alliance voted for Schmitz' A lot of them 
did to a certainty, but we doubt if Partridge's attitude had any- 
thing to do with the way they voted. 


The increase in the gold production of California 
would be 


more gratifying if it were not derived from the destruction of some 
of the fairest strips of fertile land skirting the rivers at the point of 
their debouchement from the foothills. Dredger mining sacrifices 
a source of permanent wealth for temporary gam by a process which 
leaves the region in which it is practiced poorer than it was before, 
and which creates unsightly wastes of rocks and sand where once 
stretched fertile and smiling areas of tilth and pasture 
The towns 


in the foothills which now derive a passing benefit from this de- 
structive process will in time suffer in business and population from 
the permanent injury dredger mining inflicts on agriculture and 
horticulture. But it is the old story of killing the goose that laid 
the golden egg, a fable that always carries its moral but never im- 
presses its lesson.

posed person will feel an honest hope that the Mayor is sincere in 
his professions and will fulfill his promises in spirit and letter. 
So 


Jong as he strives to redeem the pledges he has voluntarily made 
since his re-election he is entitled to the cordial support of every 
good citizen. He is entitled to a juster judgment and a fairer treat- 
ment than has hitherto been accorded him, by the San Francisco 


press, for in public office a man's motives and intentions must be 
judged by acts and results rather than political or personal bias. 


Mayor Schmitz has a splendid opportunity before him. 
Every 


arm of the city government is under his control, he wields a power 
never before placed in the hands of a Mayor of San Francisco. But 
if his opportunities are large his responsibilities are equally great. 
He may not grasp the former, but he cannot shirk the latter. It is 
now up to him to make good, and to do him justice he talks like a 
man who intends to make good. No citizen who has the welfare of 
the city at heart will grudge him the honor he will receive in case he 
gives San Francisco the model administration he promises. 


Mayor Schmitz has his work cut out for him, however. 
The 


streets are dirty and ill-kept, the police force rank with corruption 
and conditions in the tenderloin are disgusting and demoralizing. 
The several departments need reforming and brought into, a state of 
efficiency. 
Let him do this, purge the police force, put the streets 


in good repair and suppress the vicious resorts and he will have a 
claim on public respect that will be honored on call.

Not a detail of consequence 
was left for the morning papers to chronicle. The same is true of 
the mutiny at Sebastopol, the full details of which were spread be- 
fore THE TRIBUNE'S readers before the day was done. We do 
not blame our contemporaries for piecing out, for their late editions, 
their meagre and unsatisfactory reports with clippings from the As- 
sociated Press account printed earlier in these columns. 


All the pictures in the illustrated journals reveal the animals 


exhibited at the New York horse show as having their tails cut very 
short. This abbreviation conveys the impression that the name of 
the show was also clipped. 


Apparently the Traction.Consolidated has begun in earnest the 


reconstruction of its Oakland and Alameda lines. It affords us pleas- 
ure to be able to chronicle this fact. It is good news for the people 
of Alameda, and we congratulate them upon the fulfilment of their 
long-deferred hopes. THE TRIBUNE trusts that the Traction 
company will not delay longer than is absolutely necessary the re- 
construction of the Haywards line, which is burdene.d with an in- 
creasingly heavy traffic as the roadbed and cars become more dilap- 
idated. The wants of such a profitable and growing territory should 
not be neglected. We hope to chronicle at an early <Jate that the 
work of reconstructing the Haywards line has begun. 


A BIT OF LOCAL HISTORY. 


In just about thirty days Christmas trees and all the things that 


attend them, such as toys and popcorn and mince pies and good 
cheer, will be the reigning topic. This is not to be a Christmas edi- 
torial. The holiday season is not quite here, but it is near enough 
to justify a little talk on a subject which directly concerns all of us. 


A few years ago the people of Oakland were committed to the 


idea that they must go to San Francisco to do their buying. 
San 


Francisco had larger stores 
The merchants of the metropolis ad- 


vertised attractively. They hustled for business. The merchants 
of Oakland looked on while that procession of shoppers streamed 
by their doors" and took the local trains bound for the city. They 
railed at the newspapers that printed San Francisco advertisements, 
ignoring the fact that the newspapers would rather print Oakland 
advertisements, but if a San Francisco firm realized the virtue of 
printer's ink and _the Oakland firm did not, that was the latter's 
fault and the former's gain. 


Then suddenly came a chang_e. The Oakland men woke up. 


Just what the cause of the awakening was no one knows. 
The 


cause really does not matter. The important thing was that the 
business men of the City of Politicians came to realize that if they 
were going to have a share of the business they must go after it just 
as their brethren across the little pond were doing. Accordingly 
they began to use the local newspapers to tell the people what they 
had for sale. They made Jtheir stores attractive. They met the 
prices of their trans-bay competitors. The result was that in a lit- 
tle while the people of Oakland learned that they could save time, 
worry and money—this last is the greatest of all—by going down 
Broadway or Washington street and doing their buying 
Since 


that time the business men of Oakland have had something else to 
do besides standing in their doorways and railing at the 
crowd 


bound for the Seventh street or narrow gauge local. The people of 
Oakland now, for the greatest part, buy at home, and the city thrives 
accordingly.—Reno Gazette. 


MUNICIPAL 
ADVERTISING. 


During the session of the League of California Municipalities 


in Chico last week some of the delegates took occasion to take a 
whack at the newspapers for what they said are exorbitant rates for 
municipal advertising. It was openly accused that there is a press 
monopoly and that the newspaper men get together and fix their 
rates at a high figure. Considerable time was taken up in the dis- 
cussion, but one or two present advised care in dealing with the dis- 
pensers of public opinion and the matter was finally dropped by 
turning the subject over to a committee. Of course it is only nat- 
ural that these gentlemen should find fault with the newspapers', 
but it is rather amusing to note that they all got a good distance 
from home and the editors of their,home papers before they voiced 
their opinions 


Too many people are of the opinion that if does not require 


money to run a newspaper and that one can prosper on thanks in the 
same way as a newly married couple can live on love. The public 
is frequently forgetful of the fact that it requires a large amount of 
money to keep up a newspaper office. 
It is doubtful if there is any 


business which requires as large an outlay for the returns as that of 
publishing a newspaper. It is an investment in which every detail 
must be watched and guarded with the greatest care, for the cents 
quickly figure up into dollars. 
„ 


As a matter of fact we do not know of any city in the State 


which pays an exorbitant rate for'municipal advertising. 
The pa- 


pers of any city want and demand only a fair compensation for 
their advertising space, and it is just as reasonable for a municipal- 
ity to pay that rate as it is for any business house or corporation, 
for it is beyond dispute that the public of a city profits by such ad- 
vertising 
The mere fact that advertising rates differ in different 


cities is no criterion from which to judge, for few papers ask the 
same rates for their space. 
' 


Newspapers are not inclined to overcharge^ the public and we 


would suggest to the gentlemen who took part in'the discussion in 
Chico that it would be well for them to make a eyeful investigation 
before they attempt to bring the newspapers to time.—Marysville 
Appeal.

Oakland, early m its existence, managed to get bruited 
abroad as a musical center 


As a matter of fact, concert performers are given a cold 


frost when their feet touch the sidewalks of this so-called 
Athens of the Pacific 


Oaklanders will have none of them 
If any one of the 


many talented artists \vho have visited this Coast ever ven- 
tured to count on Oakland patronage, or appreciation, he 
has been sadly left 
It is doubtful if ever one of them 


made enough money here to pay his way back to San 
Francisco 


The plain truth of the matter is that the people, as a 


whole, are not music lovers They may think they are, and 
will possibly indignantly repudiate the assertion that they 
do not appreciate this most divine art 
Nevertheless, the 


facts speak for themselves 


Oaklanders like to take their music to_ the acompam- 


ments of brass bands, spangles and short-skirted or breech- 
clouted fairies who bestow knowing winks to the old boys 
with failing e>esights who have secured seats close down 
to the footlights 


Frank Daniels can't sing a little bit 
Yet when >he 


came here with his "bevy"—I believe that's what they call 


them on the bill-board, — of stage beauties, the town turned 
out en masse, and howled its appreciation whenever the 
star swelled his toad-like proportions and hummed a ditty. 


This week the Prince of Pilsen Company took the 


boards If there s a single member of the company possess- 
ing a voice abcrve the most deadly average, I'd like to know 
it 
In a jiff>, the Orpheus Club could knock the singers of 


that Heidelberg chorus into a cocked hat 


The entire Prince of Pilsen Company appeared to take 


a fiendish delight in flatting whenever and wherever possi- 
ble 
But the theater was crowded on both nights of the 


performance, and those who could not get seats paid for 
standing room rather than not go at all 


Everybody concedes that this opera is one of the most 


charming of the latter day productions 'It is a shame to 
have it murderec1, and rather a commentary on the musical 
taste of the community that they should stand for it. 


We of this coast have not yet attained a broad musical 


education 
We are prone to run in grooves 
Much of this 


may be laid to poor teaching 


There's a tremendous amount of money wasted in mat- 


ters pertaining to a musical education There are scores and 
scores of self-styled teachers who would better be sawing 
wood or washing dishes than engaged in ruining voices, 
and killing what natural love for music the pupils may 
have originally possessed 


The trouble is that there is no recognized standard 


which these people must attain before proclaiming them- 
selves as teachers 
One is not necessarily a musician be- 


cause of an ability to strum a few airs on the piano — that 
much tortured and long-enduring instrument 


Too mucn attention is given the piano 
There are 


hundreds and hundreds of people who never will be able to 
adapt themselves to its requirements 
For one thing, no 


other instrument demands so much time to attain even a 


mediocre proficiency upon. Why not study some of the 
lesser instruments? 
* 


The harp, that long neglected and much sung thing of 


beauty, is again coming into favor, and it is declared that 
no harpist of ability need ever be at loss for the means to 
make more than a good livelihood. 


The violin has long been accorded to artists, and is 


approached with fear and trembling by all the boldest. But 
there still remains the sweet-voiced guitar,—that love- 
maker of the Spanish,—the fascinating mandolin and the 
^ssentially American banjo 


It may not be generally known among American young 


folk, but in England just at present it is quite the proper 
thing to be able to play the mandolin. And the banjo! 
Was there ever anything more rohcking' 


One can give quite as much pleasure, on ocasion, with 


one of the smaller string instruments, as through the pj'-no 
For instance, on a picnic, or a moonlight excursion 


Who does not remember that description of Washine- 


ton Irvmg's when' from the window of the old Alhambra, 
in Spain, he inhaled the checkered sweetness of the garden, 
while from below came the "tinkling music of a guitar? 


ji ji Ji 


Pre-eminent among all instruments, stands the human 


voice And of all means to pleasure, this is the most sadly 
neglected. 
, 
. 


Too little attention is given the singing voice. Every- 


body should be able to sing, as well as to talk. True, even 
with cultivation, there will be scores upon scores of voices 
of very average ability, but what of that? 


Consider the speaking tones of your friends and ac- 


quaintances, and then do not marvel.

chase by Regents of Historian's 


Famous Collection.

famous 


Bancroft Library ^as purchased Satur- 
day by the University of California.. The 
purchase price is $250,000; of this amount 
H. H. Bancroft, the collector, donates 
$100.000. 
Dr. 
Reuben 
Gold 
Thwaltes, 


Superintendent of the "Wisconsin State 
Historical» Library, and the most 
dis- 


tinguished expert In the field of Ameri- 
can historical bibliography, was recently 
invited to California by the Board of Re- 
gents to examine the Bancroft library. 
He reported to them that the collection 
was well worth $300,000 and this with- 
out fixing1 the value of certain important 
and valuable* portions of the library. 


There arc not less than 50,000 volumes 


in the collection. 
An exceedingly im- 


portant part of it is the grreat store of 
historical manuscripts, of which there 
are not less than 125,000. 
The Bancroft 


library Is an inexhaustible mine of pri- 
mary material for the history of the 
vast expanse of the Pacific Slope, from 
Alaska to Panama and of the Rocky 
Mountain 
regions, 
Montana, 
Utah, 


Wyoming- Colorado. Arizona, to, New, 
Mexico 
and 
Western 
Texas. 
For 


the 
history 
of 
this great 
region 
it 


is without a rival. When its riches be- 
come known it will be ranked by schol- 
ars as one of the very greatest of col- 
lections of Americana. 
Jn the field of 


California history, not only is k the most 
splendid collection In existence, but it is 
a collection which could not In the re- 
motest degree be imitated at this time. 


The 
manuscripts 
of 
the 
collec- 


tion 
are 
extraordinary 
In 
range 


and 
value. 
Many 
manuscripts 
and 


books on the grammar and vocabulary 
of the aboriginal tribes are included in 
the collection. 
Also papal bullsj royal 


edicts, and official papers of great va- 
riety. 
Extremely important Is the ma- 


terial for the history of the Spanish mis- 
sions. 
The original records themselves 


of some of the missions form part of the 
collection, -and there are careful tran- 
scripts of other mission records. 
These 


mission records are approximately com- 
plete. 
They fire supplemented, besides, 


by letters, by a vast mass of printed 
ecclesiastical 
material, and by a large 


collection of original presidio records. 


There is nlso much manuscript ma- 


terial upon Spanish governmental and 
commercial affairs in North and Central 
America and relative to the later Mexi- 
can regime. 
Accounts and latter books 


of Russian, Canadian and American fur 
companies are numerous. "We have here 
consular papers, originals and transcripts 
of diaries of early American trappers, 
traders, overland 
pioneers, and 
gold- 


hunters, and the log-books of early trad- 
Ing craft—in fact, valuable miscellaneous 
papers bearing upon every phase of life 
in the Rockies 
and upon the 
Coast. 


Preeminent in this field arc the very re- 
markable collections of M. G. Vallejo 
(50 folio volumes). 
J. 
B. 
Alvarado, 


Thomas O. Larkln, A. M. Oslo, Jauan 
Bandinf, A. F. Coronel, Plo Pico, Manuel 
Castro, I. M. Amador. and Benj. Hayes— 
to mention but a few of those absorbed 
In sthe Bancroft collection—all of them 
incomparable storehouses of contempo- 
rary Mexican and American letters, ac- 
counts, and other documentary material, 
giving the very heart of California life 
during the Americanizing- process. 


Of great practical importance also are 


-everal hundreds of dictated narratives 
u* California and other Rocky Mountain 
' ioneers, some, of them covering hun- 
1. reds of foolscap pages. 


Doctor T,hwaite gives It as his expert 


jpinlon that this portion of the Bancroft 


library is, in fact, priceless. A most con- 
servative estimate of what the Library of 
Congress -.would offer for such a collec- 
tion is,-.says Dr. Thwaites, $80,000, i. a,. 
merely for the 1400 volumes of manu- 
scripts relating to the early history of 
the Pacific Coast. 


The Bancroft library is rich also in 


the great printed sources such as Span- 
ish and American governmental publl-> 
cations, Mexican official and historical 
sets—a collection not only voluminous, 
but complete—the transactions of learned 
societies, and laws, journals, and de- 
bates. 


A notable feature of the Bancroft li- 


brary Is the ~ collection of early voyages. 
This particular part of the collection is 
undoubtedly one of the very best 
In 


America. 


The maps, atlases and cosmographies 


are especially numerous. Not only does 
one discover here practically all the ge- 
ographies 
of 
the 
seventeenth 
and 


eighteenth centuries, but there is a col- 
lection of some 1200 loose maps, chiefly 
bearing upon the Pacific Coast of Ameri- 
ca and the Gulf of Mexico, which is sur- 
prisingly rich In rarities. In addition to 
these are the French and British ad- 
miralty charts, and the United States 
and Russian coast 
charts 
within the 


same field; also about fifty roller maps— 
State, county and local—some of them 
early and rare. In the library are some 
5000 volumes of newspaper 
files. 
The 


sets -of periodical literature are numer- 
ous and important. There Is a large col- 
lection of costly Mexican sets, especially 
valuable as historical references; there 
are also many valuable sets of transac- 
tions of learned societies and monographs 
on the Pacific Slope. 
There is also a 


large and interesting classified collection 
of 
newspaper and magazine clippings. 


In the library are a great number of 
early imprints and of exceedingly rare 
books and other bibliographic*!] material. 


A useful adjunct which comes to the

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SLAVERY IN OLD ILLINOIS. 


Some of the early laws for the regula- 


tion of slavery in what is now Illinois 
were curious and Interesting. 
In Prof. 


N. Dwight Harris' book on the subject 
the author says that in 1803 it was found 
necessary to provide some legal status 
for the numerous Indentured negroes. 
"Under the provisions of this code all 
male negroes under 15 years 
of 
age, 


either owned or acquired, must serve tltt 
the agre of 35; women till 32. , Children 
born to persons of color during the period 
of service could also be bound out—the 
boys for thirty years and the girls for 
twenty-eight 
All slaves brought into 


the territory were obliged to serve the 
full term of their contracts." 


Slaves were easily Imposed upon. "Most 


of the setlers owned slaves and were anx- 
ious to get as much service, out of them 
as possible. 
They registered them for 


periods of servitude far in excess of the 
legal limit, many being booked to serve 
from foity to sixty and even ninety-nine 
years". Ninian Edwards, the first gover- 
nor of the territory, registered his slaves" 
as follows: Rose, 23 years of age, for 
thirty-ave years: Antony,- 40 years old, 
for fifteen years; Maria, 15, for forty- 
five years; Jesse, 23. for thirty-five years. 
The ignorant negroes were deceived into 
believing that it was right to bind them- 
selves for such long periods. 


"Even at this early day kidnaping had 


begun, Negroes whose terms of service 
were about to expire were seized and 
carrid off to the south and sold Into ser- 
vitude more wretched than before. 
The 


hiring of negroes to work In salt mines, 
legalized by statute in 1814, served as a 
pretext for holding slaves In other parts 
of the state. 
"To roll a barrel of salt 


once a year or to put salt Into a salt 
cellar was sufficient excuse," says Gov, 
Flower, "for any man to hire a slave -and 
to raise a field, of corn." 


Wholesome food, sufficient clothing and 


lodging were ..to be provided for each 
slave. The outnt for a servant was 
enumerated as follows: "A coat, waist- 
coat, a pair of treeches, ope pair of shoes, 
two'pairs of stockings, a hat 
and a 


blanket." No provision was made for a 
future Increase and there was no pen- 
alty for failure to provide the original 
outfit

indifferent servants

FIVE UNIDENTIFIED DEAD. 
Early today no deaths had occurred 


at the/ Massachusetts General Hospital 
In Boston, to which Institution 
the 


most seriously Injured were taken, al- 
though at least half a dozen of the 
victims are In a critical condition. 


THE INVESTIGATION. 


the remains which were removed from 
the charred ruins, the greatest Interest 
centers this forenoon In the Investiga- 
tion of the cause of the disaster. 


President Tuttle, of the Boston & 


Maine Railroad, stated that orders had 
been Issued to Institute a' searching In- 
.qulry. He. added: 
' : 


"I cannot understand how J suchr a 


frightful accident could have happened 
unless^the signals were In some way 
misunderstood." 


Those\ who witnessed.. the collision 


said the local, which consisted of four 
cars, three- of them passenger coaches, 
had Just" pulled out 'of Baker .Bridge 
depot, a small flag station about a mile 
and a half'west of Lincoln station. 
Just west of the flag: station Is a high- 
way bridge over the railroad. 
The 


train had entered a deep cut after 
passing under the bridge, and the rear 
car had Jast cleared the structure 
when the heavy Montreal Express, 
consisting of nine cars and two loco- 
motives, crashed: Into the rear. 


The Impact was terrific, and prob- 


ably a majority of those killed met 
death almost,Instantly.. The forward 
locomotive telescoped the rear car and 
passed part of the way'through the 
coach .Immediately ahead. 


The second car of the local train was 


also, badly damaged, but the .first car 
and locomotive escaped. All 'the ;• cars 
remained on the rails. The fireman of 
the leadlnB locomotive, Charles E. Bar- 
nard, was burned to~death In his cah, 
but Engineer Conners managed to es- 
cape In a strange manner. He was 
found under-a-tree on/the embank- 
ment near the scene. His Injuries wen 
not serious. 


CALLS FOR ASSISTANCE. 


Calls for assistance and medical aid 


were'sent to Boston, Concord 
and" 


Aside from the work of Identlfyjct, other places. - lUnjr of the passengers 


assisted In the work of rescue. 
The 


Pullman -car of the express was used 
as a temporary hospital. Many of the 
injured were carried to'the. nearest 
dwelling; house and to-the-little sta- 
tion house.

caution was set against the express 
at Lincoln station. The'theory of the 
railroad men today Is that smoke from 
the engine" of the local • train as.lt 
passed under 
the 
Baker Highway 


bridge obscured the red lights In the 
rear. From the bridge all the way back 
to' Lincoln station the track Is straight 
The night was dark and at times dur- 
ing the'evening a mist hung over the 
tracks. Whatever the'reason, the first 
engineer of the Montreal tralnj whose 
duty It was to scan the signals, failed 
to observe any warnings. 


DEATHS NUMBER NINETEEN. 
Two .additional bodies were recov- 


ered from the wreck this morning. One 
of them was .taken from the top of the 
forward engine, and the other from 
beneath the engine's trucks. One was 
that of a man and ,the;other a,woman. 
This makes a total of nineteen dead.

"Nothing extraordinary was noticed at 
first, but when the crabs had been boiled 
one of them presented a peculiar appear- 
ance, as on the red background of Its 
shell stood In bold relief a design In 
white which resembled a Chinese char- 
acter.
